Assuming it is, this does not undue 
the fact that Koscitzky teaches to remove portions of the overlap transition zone, preferably ( but not limited to) those containing about 
50:50 of the different adjacent granules. The Examiner made it clear in the last paragraph of page 3 of the Final Rejection that simply 
removing the intermediate zone fails to impart patentabilitry and supplied sound reasons for that conclusion. Applicants arguments do not 
change that conclusion, and the Examiner maintains the instant claims would therefore merely be an obvious modification within the 
purview of one of ordinary skill under the option of the 35 USC 103 section of the 102/103 rejection .
